points each. Of the clubs with 31

“Let’s declare war on Germany; 
let ws send our armies ‘Over There’ 
again,” Almost unheard a few 
months ago in the United States, 
this cry has gained new impetus 
in the past two weeks since Ger- 
many did what she did 25 or so 
years ago, invade Belgium on a 
dash to France. After the Norwe- 
gian invasion, there were some 
men who urged that we join the 
struggle, and after the Dutch and 
Belgium invasion more joined in 
the cry. 

Maiture men, these who want us 
to go into the war? Yes, they are. 
In fact, most of them are pretty 
well along, so far along that no 
draft could touch them. If we en- 
ter the war, it will be old men 
who urge it, it will be old men who 
decide it, it will be old men who 
plan it. It will be young men who 
will lie dead on the fields of 
France, some of them dying per- 
haps not far from the spot that 
their dads died back in 1918. 

It is hard to imagine just why 
the United States would declare 
war on Germany, for Germany has 
done nothing to us. Yes, some day 
an all-powerful Germany might do 
something ito us, but we'll tackle 
that problem when it arrives— 
and we'll be prepared for it, too, 
thanks to our reawakened defense 
program. Few over here have any 
admiration for the present leader- 
ship of Germany, but ‘the fact still 
remains that they have done noth- 
ing to us. We have absolutely no 
casus belli; let’s hope we will con- 
tinue to have none. 


What does matter to us now 
is our economic life which 
will be affected by the drastic 


changes which would come about 
if a victorious Germany joined 
with opportunistic Italy, wary So- 
viet Russia and ambitious Japan 
in a world-dominatting coalition. 
That’s an economic problem, not a 
human problem; we can aid with 
our economic resources, we have 
no reason for aiding with our hu-

we would be in a better position, 


having helped them, to try to con- 
vince them that world peace does 
not lie in their domination of the 
economic life of the world (but ra- 
ther in a worldwide program of 
wiping out national boundary lines, 
economically speaking. The world 
will be no safer with an Allied vic- 
tory in the long run unless the AI- 
lies—and the United States, too— 
do everything to correct the thing 
that caused this resurgence of 
Germany’s desire for lebensraum, 
the thing that made Germany a 
fertile spot for ithe Hitler disease 
to develop in. We thought World 
War 1 was horrible; we have no 
adjectives to describe the mass 
murder going on today; what will 
another war 25 years hence be 
like? Let’s avoid it by aiding the 
Allies to find a solution that will 
help all Nations alike. 

In the meantime we cannot help, 
and we have no reason to help, by 
sending over our young untrained 
men to be added ito the sacrifice. 
We despise Germany for invading 
Holland when Queen Wilhelmina 
had scrupulously avoided doing 
anything to Germany; certainly 
aside from some ‘bombastic re- 
marks in answer to our bombastic 
remarks Germany has scrupulously 
avoided doing anything to us. That 
being the case, the only thing we 


should do in ithis line would be to 


adopt a policy of sending to France 
only those men who feel that we 
should send men to France!

Of especial interest are 
the splendid group of 
early Winslow Homers, 
painted before the middle 
of the 1870s: “The Morn- 
ing Bell,’ “Croquet,” “Re- 
turn of the Gleaner,’ and 
“Weaning the Calf.” These 
are all painted with the 
wonderful atmospheric ef- 
fects, clarity of color and 
light, and simplicity of 
composition which make 
Homer America’s best 
known painter. Two other 
paintings of the same style as 
the early Homers are “Hel Spear- 
ing at Setauket” by William 5S. 
Mount, painted in 1845, and “Rail
